The tes- 
timony brought out the details of the 
cold-blooded manner in which Captain 
Baronoff of Bedovi abandoned thecrews 
of the battleships Osliaba, Kniaz, Sur- 
aroff and Alexander IIl. to death by 
drowning, refusing to gave a single 


person. The president of court called 
Capt. Baronoff a coward in open sit- 
ting. Rojestvensky is the only de- 
fendant emerging from the investiga- 
tion with any credit. He has submitted 
hig case in lieu of pleading by counsel 
in the following words: ‘Sirs, Rus- 
s'ia’s fleeet has been humiliated. The 
people have confidence in you and I 
await my punishment.”
